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PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT

Sir: 

Applicant has received a Notice of Abandonment mailed on March 2, 2004 for the above- 
identified patent application, a copy of which is enclosed. The Notice of Abandonment alleges 
that Applicant failed to respond to a Notice to File Corrected Application Papers mailed by the 
Office on October 8, 2003.

To the best of the undersigned's knowledge, the response 
filed on October 20, 2003 was a complete response to the Notice to File Corrected Application 
Papers and was actually filed on that date. Accordingly, Applicant requests that the holding of 
abandonment be withdrawn and that this application be returned to issue. 

Favorable consideration of this petition is earnestly solicited. If the deciding official has 
any questions, he or she is invited to contact the undersigned to discuss those questions. 

As an additional matter, Applicant has noticed an inaccuracy in the text of the 
October 20, 2003 response and, therefore, encloses a supplemental response. Entry of the 
supplemental response is respectfully requested.
